ON THE SAFETY OF BELIEVING TOO MUCH. 


There is a silly argument ‘in much fas 
veur with some persons, that it is the part 
of discretion to profess the doctrines of or- 
thodoxy, because, say they, it is safer to 
lieve too much than too little. Ifthese 
Ctrines are true, they who reject them 
are in dangerous error, If false, the or- - 
thodox. are to-be sure in an error, but not 
in a dangerous one. 

We do not enter into the views of those wlio 
think something else as good as the truth. 
We do not conceive of a safe belief, asa 
thing capable of being subjectedyto the 
measures ‘of quantity. We do not see that 
the terms ¢00 much or too little, are in any 
way applicable to it. Whatever is more or 
less t truth, is. falsehood. Is it safe to 
believe ‘what is. false in.a case where belief 
has a practical influence ?.Is it prudent, to 
set our’ minds at rest, because we believe 
either-the truth or something qmore, when 
something more necessarily mivans, somes 
thing different ? 

We think Baldam épolie wisely when he 
said, “Tf Balak would give me his house 
full of silver and gold, T cannot go beyond 
the word of the Lord my God, to d@ less or 
more ;” and we think it becomes christians 
to take equal heed how they add any thing 
“the things which are 
written in this book.” Weare not atall per» 
suaded af the safety of entertaining errone- 
ous views of asubject which has to do with 
the conduct of life, e. g. the nature of God 
or of duty, even if you can dignify your mis- 
take by calling it something miofe than 
trath. If your — promises to render 
you a service Which will save you from 
bankruptcy, on your conforming to cértain 
conditions, and you, io your affected admi- 
Tation of his goodness, and real Jove of your 
own case, neglect to perform these condi- 
tions, it will fare with you better, if he 
keeps his word, than if you had too little 
| confidence ia his’ friendship, and never had 
applied to him. 

When one man is said to believe *more 
than another, by what rule is his aniount of 
faith measured ? One stan@ard is the nume- 
ber, and comprehensiveness of the proposi- 
tionthe believes: - Now to believe many 
or unqualified propositions, is clearly no 
way to be safe, if-some of the many are 
false, and some of the unqualified need to 
‘have qualifications made. It is no credit 
to the understanding to receive what is not 
true, and if.it does this where conduct ¢2- 
pends on its decisions, that conduct willbe

If you can believe this, you are ready 
fcr the atrocities ofa bloody or sensual 
worship, for the impurity of Mahometanism, 
or the idolatry of the worshipers of the 
Lama. ee 

‘We said, in the beginning of these re- 
marks, that.we acknowledge no applicabil- 
ity of the “terms more and dese to a saving 
faith. It seems scarcely necessary to say, 
that we did pot- mean that one man may 
not have a stronger, more efficacious faith 
than another, because this has no connexion 
with tie subject ; itis not alluded to in the 
plea for indolence which we are examining. 
We mean, that doctrines are not valuable 
or safe because they are mény or mysterious, 
but because they are érue. Believing 


more or Jess isa thing of no moment. It 
is believing tight or wrong. In many ca- 


ses, it would be hard to affix a sense to the 
words, which would not violate the uses of 
language: One man believes that God is 
one person, another that he is three. One be- 
lieves that he ĩs just and “merciful ; another 
; In what 
sense does one believe more than another, 
except, by. more be meant more incredible? 
One further remark. To feel one’s self 
safe, because one is satisfied that he either 
believes what God has revealed, or more, 
what is it but to say that if he is not ac- 
guainted with God’s truth, he is acquainted 
with some equally good method of salvation ? 
It would be difficult to throw more contempt 
on the gospel gevelation, than is done by 
this ; by saying that we feel secure, because 
if we ure not .acquaigted’with the method of 
salvation which divine wisdom has adopted, 
we are acquainted with onéas good. Let 
a man, who quiets his conscience by the argu- 
ment we have been combating, consider this. 
Whatever system of doctrine it be which is 
revealed in the gospel, we have the warrant 
of divine wisdom for believing, that that and no 
other, is the best méans of bringing men to 
holiness and Heaven.
